DAILY  "THE  HERALD"  PRINTED  THE  FULL  TEXT  OF  THE 
ZIMBABWE  DEMOCRACY  AND  ECONOMIC  RECOVERY  ACT  (ZDERA)  OF 
2001  AS  PASSED  BY  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  ON 
DECEMBER  4.  THE  TEXT  OF  THE  BILL  WAS  PUBLISHED 
ACCURATELY  AND  FULLY.  THE  "HERALD"  ALSO  PUBLISHED  THE 
HOUSE  INTERNATIONAL  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE  REPORT  URGING 
HOUSE  APPROVAL  OF  THE  BILL. 

12.  THE  NEWSPAPER  OFFERED  THE  FOLLOWING  INTRODUCTION
